GOLD BASIS NOW A FICTION 

The United States has corralled about 
four-fifths of the world’s gold supply, 
some $5,000,000,000 worth; and Europe 
owes the United States more than that 
amount of money. France has gathered 
in most of the remaining fraction of the 
gold supply, and is hoarding it. 

Theoretically Europe is still on the 
gold basis, but it is doing business with 
paper, and has nothing else with which to 
do business. It seems clear enough that 
Europe's obligations to the United States 
will never be paid in gold. There isn’t 
enough gold in existence to do the trick, 
and Europe doesn’t happen to have what 
there is, 

The remonetization of silver may or 
may not be the way to put the debtor na- 
tions in possession of something with 
which they can pay their debts. But it is 
plain that the United States ‘will have to 
accept payment in something besides gold 
if it is ever to collect—and to sell the pro- 
ducts of its mass-producing industrial or- 
ganization, 

Whatever the projected silver confer- 
ence may decide as to silver, it will bring 
the world face to face with the obvious 
fact that it is useless to expect the interna- 
tional debts to be paid in gold, and hope- 
less to suppose that international trade 
can be revived on the basis that purchase: 
will be paid for in gold. The sooner that 
fact is faced the better. 


CANADA IS ALSO INTERESTED 


The crisis in the financial affairs of 
Great Britain was not home-made. It arose 
when foreign capitalists and foreign insti 
tutions began to withdraw their money 
from London at an alarming rate, for 
whatever reason. 

The buying power of the British pound 
abroad sank in consequence. Had that 
process been allowed to go on until two 
pounds were required to pay for one 
pound’s worth of food, the British wage- 
earner wou: ' have been the one to feel the 
pinch first and most severely. The British 
manufacturer who must purchase his raw 
materials abroad would have been next in 
line, and the curtailment of his buying 
power would have restricted the industrial 
operations from which the wage-earners 
draw their livelihood, 

But these were not the only parties 
who must suffer. The Canadian farmer 
with wheat and cattle to sell in Britain, 
and the producers of foodstuffs and raw 
materials all the way from the coffee plan- 
tations and rubber plantations in the tro- 
pics to the lumber mills of British Colum- 
bia and the sheep walks in Australia, 
would have felt the effects as their cus- 
tomers in Britain had to cut down or cut 
out their orders for oversea supplies. 

The means taken to stop the downward 
Swoop and re-establish the trading value 
of the British pound is not thus by any 
means a matter of concern solely to the 
people in Great Britain. The people of 
Canada, who find in Britain the second 
best market for all their export products, 
and the best market for their surplus farm 
products, are also very vitally interested 
parties in the effort that is being made to 
preserve the value of the pound and there- 
fore the purchasing power of the people 
of Britain, 


WHAT ABOUT STREET GRAVELLING? 

Apparently no decision has been 
reached as to whether the gravelling of 
Streets is a kind of public improvement 
which a municipal council can undertake 
as relief work under the contributory ar- 
rangement made with the federal and pro- 
vincial governments. At any rate, no an- 
nouncement has been made on the subject. 

This decision will have a very direct 
bearing on the carrying on of direct relief 
work in Edmonton, for that is a kind of 
improvement that can be undertaken on a 
large scale, carried on in almost any wea- 
ther when the ground is not frozen solid, 
and which gives employment to a consid- 


erable number of men in relation to the 
amount of money expended. 

In recent years several miles of 
streets in the residential sections of the 


city have been thus treated, but there are 
still many times as many miles on which 
the gravelling should be done. If this falls 


within the category of improvements to 
which the governments will give the sche 
duled amount of assistance, there is rea- 


son to Suppose that some hundreds of men

could be thus employed during the fall and 
spring months. 

Street gravelling is done on the front- 

ve tax basis, being paid for by the owners 
of the abutting property. The amount of 
it that can be done does not therefore de- 
pend upon the state of the city's finances 
and the consent of the burgesses to an in- 
crease in the general city debt, This de- 
pends only upon the willingness and abil- 
ity of property-owners to put up the 
money for the gravelling of the particular 
streets in which they are interested, the 
payment to be spread over a number of 
years if that is desired. 

If the governments agree to count this 
class of improvement as relief work, and 
to make the usual contribution to the cost, 
there can be little doubt that property- 
owners would respond with petitions for 
gravelling perhaps aggregating several 
miles of streets. That would provide fall 
and spring work for a large number of 
men, of a kind that any able-bodied man 
can do; and also for teamsters and truck-

THE CAUSES OF VARICOSE VEINS 


| Varicose veins usually begin in 
middie life as the elasticity of the 
tissues becomes gradually lessened 


whicn are the farthest away 


The veins 


from the heart, and without the sup- 
port of o-her tissues, are the ones 
usually affected, For this reason we 
most frequently find varicose veins 
just under the skin of the legs and 
thighs, and next in frequency those 


of the rectum and spermatic cord 
The affected veirs become larggr 
than normal not only in diameter but 
in length as well, giving the veins a 
}tartuous appearance. The enlarged 
part of the vein wall becomes very 
thin and appears a purplish blue color 
through the skin In the beginning

There is a danger that the taut walls 
of the vein become infamed and form 
clots of blood.

Many methods are used for treating 
varicose veins, such as surgically mov- 
ing the engorged veins, or rendering 
them fibrous by the injection treat- 
ment. Sometimes also the patient is 
advised to wear rubber stockings or 
elastic bandages. I have not seen as 
satisfactory results {rom any of these 
treatments as from a general health 
building regimen to improve the 
quality of the bleod so that the veins 
will have proper nourishment for de- 
veloping stronger walls It is also 
necessary to correct any prolapsus or 
tumors of (he abdominal organs which 
may be pressing upon the veins, The 
diet must be arranged so that the 
liver can function freely without ob- 
structing the veinous circulation,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Drinking Water When Fasting 

Question: A, Q. asks: “In taking 
an orange juice fast where you pre- 
scribe an 8 oz, glass of orange juice 
every two hours should one mix water 
with the juice or use water between 
taking the orange juice?” 

Answer: IT think it is better not to 
dilute the orange juice, but you may 
drink as much water as you like in 
between. A large amount of water 
assists in eliminating the toxins from 
the blood stream. 


Caleium Oxalate 

Question; Fern writes: “I recently 
had « microscopical urinalysis which 
showed an amount of calcium oxalate 
What is the cause of this?” 

Answer: Calcium oxalate crystals 
are formed in a person with poor 
metabolism who uses foods containing 
large amounts of oxalic acid. The 
foods which con‘ain oxalic acid in 
sulficient quantity to become notice- 
able during an urinalysis are cocoa, 
tea. sorrel, ruhbarb, chocolate, pepper, 
and spinach. A fruit fast will usually 
correct the metabolism and overcome 
this tendency,
